NU TRIES FOR WIN NO. 2 
AGAINST HAWAII TODAY 


Tom Osborne's Nebraska Cornhuskers hope to avoid in 1978 
what happened to the Huskers in 1955, the last time the Hawaii 
Rainbows invaded Memorial Stadium. 

That year, it was the season opener for Bill Glassford’s Huskers, 
and the Rainbows pulled one of college football's major upsets of 
that year by shutting out Nebraska, 6-0. 

Against Hawaii today, the Huskers will be looking for their 
second win of the season. Currently 1-1, Nebraska defeated Cali- 
fornia-Berkeley 36-26 last Saturday in Lincoln. Hawaii comes to 
town undefeated, beating New Mexico 22-16 last Saturday eve- 
ning in Honolulu. 

In the NU-Cal contest, the Huskers’ Offensive Player of the 
Game was junior I-Back I. M. Hipp, who rushed for 154 yards on 
23 carries. Hipp now has a two game total of 208 yards on 37 
carries, for an average of 104.0 yards per game. 

The Huskers’ Defensive Player of the Game was junior middle 
guard Kerry Weinmaster, who had 10 total tackles, including 
seven unassisted, along with three stops behind the line for a total 
loss of 24 yards. 

Last Saturday night in Honolulu, Hawaii trailed New Mexico 
16-7 going into the fourth quarter, but scored 15 points in the final 
period to defeat the Lobos. 

Leading the Hawaii surge was senior fullback Wilbert Haslip 
and junior defensive tackle Tom Tuinei. Haslip rushed for 127 
yards on 23 carries and scored once, while Tuinei had 15 total 
tackles, including 11 unassisted, 

Rainbow head coach Dick Tomey, now in his second year at 
UH, has a school and career mark of 6-6. Before becoming the 
head mentor of the Rainbows, Tomey spent 15 years at UCLA as 
an assistant coach. 

Nebraska leads the Husker-Rainbow series 3-1. The last time the 
two teams played was in 1976 at Honolulu, as the Huskers de- 
feated Hawaii 68-3.

College of the Day: Continuing Studies 


Non-credit programs meet rising demand 


Participation in non-credit con- 
tinuing education programs is on the 
increase throughout the country, and 
the trend in Nebraska is no exception. 
The University of Nebraska-Lincoln 
Division of Continuing Studies 
utilizes conferences, institutes, and 
workshops in presenting many of its 
non-credit programs throughout the 
state. 

Of particular interest is the increase 
in the number of programs designed 
for individuals in particular profes- 
sions, and the increase in continuing 
education for women programs con- 
ducted by the Department of Confer- 
ences and Institutes. 

The need for continuing profes- 
sional education has expanded 
greatly in recent years as the result of: 

—the rapid development of new 
technology which has accelerated the 
rate of obsolescence of the profes- 
sional. 

—the rapidly increasing continuing 
education requirements of the profes- 
sional mandated for relicensure or 
recertification. 

—the rapidly changing govern- 


mental regulations on the professions 
and the legal responsibilities of the 
professional. 

—the increasing demands on the 
professional for moral and ethical re- 
sponsiveness to society. 

Recently, the Division of Continu- 
ing Studies and the College of Den- 
tistry jointly established a Continuing 
Dental Education Program which will 
make available to Nebraska dentists 
and dental auxiliaries the latest de- 
velopments in the field of dental care. 

In helping to meet the needs for 
continuing education for the profes- 
sions in Nebraska, the Division of 
Continuing Studies has scheduled 
educational programs for people in a 
wide variety of professions, including 
agriculture, architecture, banking, 
cosmetology, dentistry, education, 
engineering, fire protection, human 
services, insurance, law, law en- 
forcement, management, medical, real 
estate, social work, tax consulting, 
and others. 

The Division of Continuing Studies 
has also established a Continuing 
Education for Women (CEW) program 


which offers opportunities for women 
to participate in both credit and non- 
credit learning activities. This fall, a 
series of general interest courses for 
women who are looking for personal 
growth learning experiences will be 
offered in Lincoln, as well as a series 
of re-entry courses for women who are 
considering going back to school or 
work. 

The general interest courses in- 
clude writing, German heritage, 
financial management, time manage- 
ment, American short story film dis- 
cussions, preretirement education 
and life planning, and courses on the 
roles of women in our society. 

The re-entry courses deal with 
problems and concerns of women 
who find themselves in a position of 
transition between where they have 
been and where they wish to go. Re- 
entry courses will concentrate on 
career and life planning, project 
re-start, written communication, 
mothering and fathering in a work- 
centered society, how to go about 
your design for work, and several 
courses on mathematics.

A “student body” of over 75,000, a 
“curriculum” of more than 1,600 ac- 
tivities, and service to a geographic 
area that includes 130 countries 
makes the program of the Division of 
Continuing Studies one of the most 
diverse operations of the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln. 

The educational programs of the 
Division of Continuing Studies are 
designed for the nontraditional stu- 
dent—people who are not enrolled in 
the traditional day classes of the Uni- 
versity. The breadth and scope of the 
programs, and the delivery systems 
utilized, make it possible for indiv- 
iduals all over the world to participate 
in University of Nebraska—Lincoln 
educational programs. 

The state of Nebraska is the “main 
campus” of the Division of Continu- 
ing Studies. Classrooms for programs 
may be located in public schools, 
churches, motels, or community 
buildings in cities and towns from 
Chadron to Nebraska City, from 
McCook to South Sioux City. 

College credit courses are made 
available to Nebraskans in a variety of 
ways. University professors travel to 
convenient outstate locations to con- 
duct field classes on both the under- 
graduate and graduate levels. This 
fall, field classes are being offered in 
Bellevue, Columbus, Fremont, Grand 
Island, Millard, Omaha, Niobrara, 
Norfolk, North Platte, Ogallala, Peru, 
Scottsbluff, Seward and Syracuse. In 
addition, large numbers of adults in 
eastern Nebraska enroll in the exten- 
sive evening class program on the 
UNL campus which is administered 
by the Division of Continuing Studies. 

Many Nebraskans take advantage of 
the opportunity to pursue their col- 
lege education through study at 
home, utilizing the Division's SUN 
Telecourses and the Independent 
Study by Correspondence Program. 
Seven telecourses are being offered 
through the SUN program beginning 
in late September and early October. 
College credit and non-credit courses 
are broadcast into the home on the 
nine stations of the Nebraska Educa- 
tional Television Network, and stu- 
dents also utilize mailed instructional 
materials and have access to faculty 
consultants via free long distance 
telephone lines. 

Students anywhere may enroll in 
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‘main campus” 
for Continuing Studies 


the 140 college credit courses offered 
through Independent Study by Corre- 
spondence, and proceed with their 
studies at their own pace and ac- 
cording to their individual schedules. 
Many high school seniors who have 
virtually completed their diploma re- 
quirements enroll in freshman level 
college courses to get a head start ona 
college degree. 

The Division of Continuing Studies 
Independent Study High School of- 
fers a complete high school cur- 
riculum which is utilized by students 
all over the world. It is the largest 
university based program of its kind 
in the U.S., and the only one to be 
fully accredited by the North Central 
Association of Colleges and Schools. 
It is also accredited by the Nebraska 
State Department of Education, which 
enables the Independent Study High 
School to issue a “Class A" diploma 
to all students meeting graduation re- 
quirements. Adults who do not have a 
high school diploma may earn one 
through independent study, and stu- 
dents with schedule conflicts, or who 
find a course they wish to take not 
available through their local school, 
find independent study courses can 
meet their needs. 

In outstate Nebraska, the Division of 
Continuing Studies maintains Uni- 
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versity of Nebraska Learning Centers 
at Kearney, Scottsbluff, Lincoln, 
Omaha and Norfolk. 

Each of the centers plans and de- 
velops educational programs utilizing 
University of Nebraska resources to 
meet the needs of people in their in- 
dividual areas. For example, the 
Lincoln center conducts the 
“Communiversity Program," a series 
of non-credit special interest courses 
conducted at the Nebraska Center for 
Continuing Education, primarily in 
the evening hours. The Scottsbluff 
and Kearney centers conduct and 
coordinate both credit and non-credit 
courses in several communities in 
central and western Nebraska. In 
Norfolk, the Division cooperates with 
other University of Nebraska cam- 
puses, Northeast Technical Commu- 
nity College, Wayne State College, 
and the State Department of Educa- 
tion in the NEWUS project, which 
coordinates the continuing education 
programs of the cooperating agencies 
in northeast Nebraska. The Omaha 
center primarily serves students en- 
rolled in SUN Telecourses, and the 
centers in Scottsbluff, Kearney and 
Lincoln also provide full services to 
SUN students.

Institutes in the Division of Continu- 
ing Studies conducts short-term 
non-credit programs on professional, 
vocational, avocational, and special 
interest topics at sites throughout the 
state and at the Nebraska Center for 
Continuing Education in Lincoln. 
Opened in 1961, the Nebraska Center 
hosts more than 400,000 individuals 
annually who participate in educa- 
tional conferences, institutes and 
meetings. The facilities of the Center 
include conference and meeting 
rooms, public dining rooms, and hotel 
guest rooms for visitors to the Univer- 
sity. 

Programs conducted by the Divi- 
sion of Continuing Studies do not just 
happen. The Department of Program 
Development works with professional 
associations, organizations, agencies, 
public and private institutions, and 
individuals in planning continuing 
education programs. The staff brings 
together clientele groups with appro- 
priate resource people from the 
University to identify educational 
processes to be utilized in meeting 
educational needs. 

Another service of the Division is 
counseling for adults who wish to 
either begin college study or continue 
college work started in the past. The 
number of adult students has in- 
creased steadily in recent years, and 
the college counselor helps students 
in planning their educational pro- 
grams and in the selection of mean- 
ingful courses. The Division also 
provides counseling service for stu- 
dents enrolled in the Independent 
Study High School Program.

Dentistry’s painful past on display Oct. 14

Patients who tense at the sound of a 
dentist's high-speed electric drill can 
be glad they need not change places 
with their counterparts of 100 years 
ago. 

Then there were no high-speed 
drills to work fast and lessen pain. In- 
stead, a traveling dentist in Nebraska 
might open the way to a cavity by 
drilling into the tooth by hand; he 
started with a small drill, twirling the 
instrument, and as the hole he was 
working on grew he switched to 
larger drills. 

Luckily, for today’s patient there 
have been many innovations in den- 
tistry in the past 100 years. The 
hand-twirled drill is gone, but Dr. 
Stanton D. Harn and others at the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln Col- 
lege of Dentistry want to make sure 
that it and other parts of dentistry’s 
past are not forgotten. That’s why 
they've started the school’s new den- 
tal museum. 

The first special showing of the new 
museum’s collection will be at 
Homecoming (Oct. 14) during Dental 
College’s annual Homecoming Open 
House. The items will be on display 
from 8 a.m. until noon.

“The purpose of the museum is to 
give students, faculty, patients and 
people in the community and state an 
understanding of the developmental 
history of dentistry, which had its ori- 
gins long before Christ,"” says Harn, 
museum committee chairman and an 
associate professor of oral biology 
(anatomy) at the Dental College. 

History which can be looked at and 
touched is now present in the 
museum in several forms, including a 
donated nineteenth century traveling 
dentist’s kit. It contains extracting 
forceps and the hand-twirled drills 
which preceded today's high-speed 
machines. 


During the showing of the 
museum's collection at Homecoming, 
visitors will see various pieces of 
dentistry’s history, including a recon- 
structed dental office of the turn of the 
century, complete with foot-pump 
drill. 

As the museum grows those at the 
Dental College expect to divide its ex- 
hibits into three major categories. The 
first, dental history, will trace den- 
tistry from the Old World to the pre- 
sent, and will include a special sec- 
tion on dentistry in Nebraska. 

The second category will be the 
history of the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln College of Den- 
tistry; the third will be comparative 
anatomy displays of teeth and skulls. 
Eventually they hope to develop sec- 
tions for each dental specialty so that 
students with a special interest can 
trace the development of that interest 
through time. 

Harn stresses that the new museum 
will be financed through contribu- 
tions from College of Dentistry alumni 
and friends of the University and not 
through the Dental College budget, 
and that is why donations of books, 
equipment, supplies and money are 
so important. A fund has been estab- 
lished at the University of Nebraska 
Foundation to process all tax deducti- 
ble donations.
